Twelve men on each side 
met last year and in l l days fixed 
the wages of 200,000 men, and the 
year beiore the same number raised 
the wages of the miners to the ex­ 
tent of $20,000,000. 
“I know there are those who be­ 
lieve there can be nothing in com­ 
mon between capital and labor. 
To 
those I say that the work ot this con­ 
ciliation committee will show that 
there is much in common between 
them for the good of both. ’ 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
Federation of Labor, said in part: 
“lf we entertain a hope for our­ 
selves, our children or our country 
we must organize. 
At one time tile 
idea was held that all wealth must 
be extinguished. 
There is no ac­ 
counting tor taste. 
Some have so far 
bidden good-bye to their reason as 
to applaud the idea that wealth should 
be extinguished.

Seattle, Wash., May 9.—A man be­ 
lieved to be R. N. Pollock, the missing 
bank president from Cleveland, ended 
his life here in the Hotel York, by- 
sending a bullet through his brain.

Papers belonging to the man had 
been burned before committing the 
deed.

Pollock arrived here and registered 
as James Fisher. 
He failed to ap 
pear during the next day aud his room 
was finally broken into.

BILLIARD CUES. 


now They A re 
M a d e — A m e rica F o r - 
n i*tiea th e B eat. 
“Most billiard cues," said a New York 
manufacturer the other day, “are made j 
in two pieces—the cue proper and the 
handle. The cue is made generally of 
maple, and the butt, which is wedge 
shaped, is inserted into a handle of j 
rosewood, suakewood, ebony,, mabog ; 
any, walnut or some other taucy dark I 
wood, which is cut to dovetail with the 
long part. 
"The maple w-ood used in making the 
bandies is sawed into suitable lengths 
and seasoned. The logs are then split 
into pieces from which the handles are 
made. 
These pieces are called bolts. 
The bolts are sawed approximately to 
the shape of the bandle to be finally 
made, and in this shape they are ban­ 
dle blocks. The bandie block is turned 
to the shape of the bandle in a lathe, 
and when the butt bas been fitted it is 
finished and polished. 
"Tbe finest end best cues are fitted 
to the bandle or butt by mea us of a 
double wedge. At tbe top of tbe cue is 
a ferrule of ivory, of horn or bone, in 
which tbe leather tip is fitted. 
While 
the ivory ferrule is the most expensive, 
of course it is less durable than tbe 
born or bone ferrules, which are less 
liable to crack. 
Tbe extra workman­ 
ship on cues is put in on the butts, 
some of which are elaborately inlaid 
and carved in beautiful patterns. 
“There are a number of billiard play­ 
ers who will not permit another person 
to use their cues, and for tbe use of 
these particular players cues are turn­ 
ed out from which tbe tips may be un­ 
screwed, leaving the cue with unfinish­ 
ed points aud useless. 
“American billiard cues are tbe light­ 
est, strongest and neatest made any­ 
where in the world. 
They are made 
in all weights and lengths and rank in 
price from 30 cents to $25 and more 
each. according to tbe quality and fin­ 
ish of the article.—Washington Star.

Speeches at Mass Meeting. 


New York, May 9.—A mass meeting 
tinder the auspices of the committee 
of conciliation ot the National Civic 
Federation was held last 
night at 
Cooper Union to further the move­ 
ment inaugurated at the conference 
on Tuesday to form a national board 
of arbitration. 
John Mitchell, the first 
speaker, 
was greeted with applause and cheers. 
lie said in part: 
"Nearly all of the strikes which 
have occurred could have been avoid­ 
ed if the employers and the repre­ 
sentatives of labor organizations had 
conferred. 
We have learned in tile 
bituminous coal regions to get to­ 
gether in annual convention and talk 
out our differences instead of fighting 
them out. 
Twelve meu on each side 
m et last year and in l l days fixed 
the wages of 200.000 men, and 
year before the same number raised 
the wages of the miners to the ex­ 
tent of $20,000,000. 
"I know there are those who be­ 
lieve there can bo nothing in com­ 
mon between capital and labor. 
To 
those I say that the work of this con­ 
ciliation comm ittee will show that 
there is much in common between 
them for the good of both." 
Samuel (tampers, president of the 
Federation of Labor, said iii part: 
“lf we entertain a hope for oui 
selves, our children or our country 
we must organize. 
At one time the 
idea was held th at all wealth must 
be extinguished. 
There is no ac­ 
counting lor taste. 
Some have so far 
bidden good-bye to their reason as 
to applaud the idea that wealth should 
be extinguished. 
We want justice, 
and uothiug else. 
Employers 
have 
found trades unions an elem ent so 
costly taa l they want peace as well 
as we.”

The condition of the bank is as yet 
a m atter of conjecture, its books be­ 
ing in the hands of the receiver, who 
is m aking an examination., and whose 
report is expected in a day or two.
